WASH IN'CITOX— Sen. Gary Hart, 
D-Co^o., snid Saturday be will ask for a 
cr*n3ic55ionaI reoperJ.ng of the investiga- 
tion of the assassination of President 
John F. Kcnnc-dy. 

On the basis of leads and new evidence 
developed by a subcoinmitlee of the 
Senale Select Comir.iUee on Intelligence, , 
U:irt snid, he will urge that two 
' theories'* of llie 1953 presidential assas- 
siHufion in Dallas be explored: 

—That Lee Harvey Oswald, was an 
ap»rnl of a 'br.gue elephant-type” Cuban 
intrlligence urgani/.ation. that sought to 
re:;tl:nJe agnmst Presid^t Kennedy for- 
th? alteinpu that had been made against 
the life of Cuban Premier Fidel Castro. 

—Thar Os\v«!d was an agent for miU- 
.\<iU righi-win.g Cuban evUos angry with 
*Ken{:ec:y fur pledging M:tr the uboitlre 
r%rtV of Pi.gs inva.s'on that the United 
iviates would not permit furiher strikes 
against C»nstro‘s Culia. ’ . . 

INFOHMATIOX E.viSTS, . some of It 
sliil tightly held by the CIA and the FBI, 
v.liich justifies a further probe into why j 
Kennedy was slain. Hart said, empbasiz-. 
ing that the renewed investigation’ should 
concentrate on mo.tives, not on the clear 
evidence that Oswald hiihself was the 
killer.. • . ~ .

He said they would urge the full com- 
mittee to request Senate approval for 
reopening of the Kennedy assassination 
investigation, not with another ''blue rib- 
bon** commission similar to the Warren 
Commission but through existing Senate 
committees a.nd subcommittese. • - . 

He expects. Hart said, that the majori- 
ty of the Select Committee will support j 
that TL^quest, especially 'Tiiosc who have ^ 
read our report uikI l;*ciicve like we do.
